GUL, REUBEN ARNOLD 
PASSES 10 THE BEYOND 


Father of Reuben R. Arnold 
and Lowry Arnold Dies 
at Age of 81. 


Colonel Reuben Arnold, father of 
Reuben R. Arnold and Lowry Arnold, 
and at one time a prominent figure in 
Georgia politics, died at his home in 
Hapeville last night at 11 o’clock, after 
a six months’ ifllness. 

Colonel Arnold came to Atlanta from 
Tennessee at the close of the war and 
practiced law until about sixteen years 
ago, when he retired and moved to 
Hapeville, gratifying a love for the 
country that he had long possessed. 
He was born in August, 1833, in 
reeneville, Tenn., and was the son of 
Thomas B. Arnold, a lawyer of wide 
repute in that state. He graduated in 
1855 at the University of Knoxville. 
When the war broke out, he organized 
the Twenty-ninth Tennessee regimen 
of which he was made colonel. 

Upon coming to Atlanta, he married 
Miss Virginia Lowry, a sister of Col- 
onel R. J. Lowry and daughter of Wil- 
liam Lowry, who died in 1878. Fifteen 
years later he married Miss Isabella 
Hape. He is survived by five children 
by his first wife: Colonel Reuben R. 
Arnold, Lowry Arnold, Thomas B. Ar- 
nold, Miss Virginia Arnold and Mrs. 
Walter Maude; and by his second wife 
and three children: Perey Arnold, 
Quincy Arnold and Miss Isabella Ar- 
nold. 

The body was removed to the home 
of Colonel Reuben R. Arnold, corner of 
Ponce de Leon and Piedmont avenues, 
where funeral services will take place 
Thursday. Colonel Arnold had count- 
less friends over the state and through- 
out Tennessee, who will be deeply 
grieved to learn of hig death.

At the urgent request of Mayor 
James G. Woodward, Atlanta’s general 
council {in extra session yesterday aft- 
ernoon adopted a resolution approving 
the enabling act authorizing the city 


to construct the plaza over the tracks! 


of the Western and Atlantic. 

Under the provisions of the act 
which was drawn up by Assistant City 
Attorney W. D. Ellis, Jr., and W. A. 
Wimbish, attorney frepresenting' the 
Western and Atlantic commission, the 
city is authorized to issue $3,000,000 
in bonds for making the improvement. 
The bill also provides that the im- 
provement be made subject to the pres- 
ent lease between the state and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, which expires six years 
hence, and in the event the lessee does 
not consent to the improvement that 
the bill remain in abeyance but in full 
force and effect until the expiration 
of the lease, when work shall com- 
mence regardless of whether the West- 
ern and Atlantic is leased, sold or op- 
erated by the state. 

Adopted Unanimously. 

Councilman Charles Whiteford Smith 
offered the resolution approving the 
act. It was adopted without a dis- 
senting voice, and will be presented 
for introduction to the representatives 
of Fulton county in the house and the 
senators of this district in the upper 
house. 

The improvement as set forth in the 
bill is identical with the plans prepared 
by Captain R. M. Clayton, chief of 
construction, and Engineer Kaufman, 
and which were submitted to the 
heads of the various railroads at a 
recent conference they had with the 
plaza committee. 

Included in the bill is a clause which 
requires the city to erect a fourestory 
passenger station on the site ofthe 
present union depot at a cost of not 
less than $300,000. 

The state is relieved of any expense 
in making the improvement, and when 
completed the new station building 
shall become the property of the state. 
The bill sets, forth that the city shall 
maintain the main plaza, and that the 
state shall maintain the depot. Au- 
thority is asked by the city to fix a 
reasonable charge against property 
owners for the privilege of opening 


fabutting property on the plaza. The 


revenue thus~to be derived is to be 
made part of the fund for paying the 
expense of the improvement, and the 


Continued on Last Page.

MARSHALL NELIS 


ARRIVES IN ITY 


Eludes Reporters by Get- 
ting Off the Train at Fort 
McPherson—He Does Not 
Think His Sisters Have

Dropping from the moving train as 
it rolled through Fort McPherson, six 
miles out of Atlanta, Marshall Nelms 
sought to avoid the squad of reporters 
and news photographers who were 
waiting for him at the Terminal sta- 
tion Tuesday morning, and, as a re- 
sult, threw a cloak of mystery over 
his own whereabouts that, for a while, 
was almost as baffling as the case of 
his vanished sisters. 

Approaching Atlanta ina roundabdont 
way—a weird figure without coat, col- 
lar or tie, because of the theft of his 
suitcase in San Antonio—he finally 
reached the arms of his anxious moth- 
er about 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon.

As 
night began to fall over the lonely 
Stretch of land they were observed by 
passing fishermen, standing upon the 
beach and scanning the horizon as 
though for passing craft on which they 
would put off from shore. 

The telegraph office at Boloxi closed 
at midnight and further communica- 
tion between Atlanta and that point 
was cut off from that hour. Latest ad- 
vice from Biloxi, however, has it that 
a strong surveillance is being thrown 
around ports adjacent to the island to 
investigate strange women who put in 
from the gulf in. the hope of appre- 
hending the island women if they at- 
tempted to flee before investigators 
reach Petit Bois this morning. 

Because of the agitation that has 
ensued from the story of the strange 
island girls, Biloxi and vicinity § is 
Wildly eager for news from Petit Bois. 
A rumor has gone forth to the ef- 
fect that they have fled the shores of 
the island, fearing detection, and have 
gone to Gulfport, which citv is now 
being scoured by the police.

Telegram Baffling One. 

The probe of detectives in New Or- 
leans into the mysterious telegram-—— 
believed to have been a decoy—that 
was wired from New Orleans upon the 
arrival of the missing girls in that 
city, has developed one of the most 
baffling angles to the mystery that 
has yet arisen in the Louisiana city. 

It has been disclosed that the mes- 
sage, which informed the mother in 
Atlanta that both girls were healthy 
and enjoying themselves and were 
bound farther west, had been written 
On a typewriter and had been filed 
in the main office of the Western 
Union telegraph system. 

New Orleans detectives are in- 
clined to believe that the message was 
written with the sole view of throw- 
ing off possible pursuers and to mis- 
lead the mother. The bulk of tele- 
grams of this sort sent by women— 
men, too, for that matter—are writ- 
ten with a pen or pencil. Why either 
Elois or Beatrice Nelms would have 
used a typewriter for this brief and 
unimportant message is the puzzling 
question. 

The Constitution's correspondent, 
who has worked in co-operation with 
the detectives in probing the New Or- 
leans end, Tuesdays discovered the 
operator at the union station who re- 
ceived and dispatched the puzzling 
telegram, L. H. Witherspoon.

Nelms Sisters Are Reported to 


Have Been in 


Gul f port, Miss. 


Biloxi, Miss., July 14.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Eloigs Nelms Dennis and Miss 
Beatrice Nelms, the women for whom 
the police in six or more cities have 
made an exhaustive search, are on 
Petit Bois island, or in some nearby 
gulf coast city, according to informa- 
tion ‘brought to Biloxi today. 

Mrs. Dennis and Miss Nelms were 
practically identified by a party of 
Biloxi fishermen who cruised to Petit 
Bois island, but it ig reported that the 
central figures in this mysterious case 
have departed for the coast and are in 
hiding in some coast hamlet. 

An effort was made today to organ- 
ize a posse to go to Petit Bois and 
arrest Mrs. Dennis and Miss Nelms. 
Owing to absence of legal authority 
and due to the fact that waters in the 
gulf were running high in a squall, 
this procedure has been, for the time, 
abandoned. 

Petit Bois island is thirty miles from 
Biloxi, in the Gulf of Mexico. It is 
not Mississippi territory, but lies be- 
tween Alabama and Mississippi. Hence, 
police officers in this city feared to 
go to the island to make arrests. At- 
torney General R. C. Lee, of Jackson, 
was telegraphed late this afternoon for 
authority to make arrests of the miss- 
ing women. 

Up to a late hour he had not been 
heard from and even if necessary pa- 
pers are secured today, no attempt will 
be made to go to Petit Bois, as the 
seas are running high. Meanwhile, it 


is rumored in Biloxi that Mrs. Dennis 
and Miss Nelms have taken a boat from 
Petit Bois and escaped to Gulfport. 

It was reported that they were seen 
at Gulfport. Sheriff J. C. Elmer re- 
ceived a telegram at Gulfport this aft- 
ernoon to be on the lookout for the 
missing women. 

He states he does not believe they 
are in Gulfport, although they may 
have been there. Mrs. Dennis and Miss 
Nelms have been on Petit Bois for 
about ten days, according to the report. 

They were accompanied by two men 
to the island and have remained with 
them since then, or until they left the 
island. When seen by Biloxi fishermen 
they engaged in conversation, which 
led the local men to believe they were 
the missing women. They were in high 
spirits and in best of health, according 
to the report of the Biloxi men. 

An effort was made here today by 
Eds L. Suter, a Biloxi contractor, to 
organize a posse to goto Petit Bois.

OVER THOS. D. JONES 


President Takes an Active 
Part for His Nominee.

Washington, July 14.—The senate in 
executive session today fought for five 
hours over the issue of making pub- 
lic the testimony of Thomas D. Jones, 
of Chicago, nominee for member of the 
federal reserve board before the bank- 
ing and currency committee which, 
last week, voted to reject his nomina- 
tion. 

Nothing was accomplished in the 
long debate, at times heated, and fur- 
ther consideration was deferred until 
majority and minority reports of the 
banking committee are submitted, prob- 
ably tomorrow. 

ypponents of Mr. Jones’ confirmation, 
ike base their fight on the fact that 
he is a director of the International 
Hiarvester company, under indictment 
by the government, early in the day 
sought to have the record of the com- 
mittee hearin in the case made a 
matter of public record. Senator Stone 
immediately insisted on an executive 
session, and the doors were closed. — 

Then Senator Hitchcock, acting 
chairman of the banking and curreny 
committee, made the suggestion in the 
form of a motion, urging necessity for 
publicity in view of the controversy 
that has arisen, with several democrat- 
ic senators openly fighting President 
Wilson's candidate for the post. 

Hitchcock Is Attacked. 

When Senator Hitchcock concluded 
he was vigorously attacked by Senator 
Blair Lee, of Maryland, a democrafgic 
member of the banking committee, for 
making public some of the verbatim 
testimony in the Jones hearing sev- 
eral days ago. This evidence was 
printed in several newspapers, and the 
Maryland senator charged Senator 
Hitcheock with responsibility for mak- 
ing public testimony held as executive 
without the consent of other members 
of the committee or the senate Sen- 
ator Lee was mildly supported by 
Senators Hollis and Shafroth, also ma- 
jority members of the committee. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, the other 
democratic member of the committee 
who opposes Mr. Jones’ confirmation, 
defended Senator Hitchcock and plead- 
ed for publication of the entire record.

“TAM INNOGENT, 
SAYS MRS. CARMAN 


Doctor’s Wife, Accused of 
Killing Husband’s Female 
Patient, Asks for Fair Play. 
Grand Jury Probes Case. 


Mineola, N. Y., July 14.—While the 
grand jury today was hearing nine wit- 
nesses tell what they knew about the 
mysterious murder .of Mrs. Louise 
Bailey and the actions of Mrs. Florence 
Conklin Carman just before and just 
after the crime, detectives were run- 
ning down a clew District Attorney 
Smith said he believed to lead to the 
finding of the two strange women 
whom Mrs. Carman and her sister, Mrs. 
Ida Powell, said they saw hurrying 
away directly after Mrs. Bailey fell to 
the floor of Dr. Edwin Carman’s office 
in Freeport with a bullet through her 
heart. 

These women, 
asserted, may offer 
the testimony of Elwood T. Bardes at 
the inquest, and the story told the 
grand jury today by Celia Coleman, a 
negro maid in the Carman home. 

Bardes’ statement that he saw a 
woman dressed as Mrs. Carman was 
dressed walk away from outside a win- 
dow in Dr. Carman’'s e@ffice immediate- 
ly after Bardes heard a crash of glass 
and the report of a revolver was re- 
sponsible for Mrs. Carman’s arrest. 

Story of Negro Maid. 

The negro maid today, according to 
reliable authority, said that after she 
heard the tinkle of breaking glass 
and the report of a revolver, her mis- 
tress hurried into the kitchen through 
the back door and went up stairs. At 
the inquest the maid denied she had 
seen Mrs. Carman the night of the 
murder from dinner time until fifteen 
minutes after the shot was fired, when 
she said Mrs. Carman was in her room. 

Dr. Carman’s story, it is understood, 
was much the same as the one he told 
at the inquest. 

The murdered woman's family and 
relatives were called to tell of her 
actions the day of the murder and of 
how them were informed of her death 

George Golder, a patient In the Car- 
man house at the time of the murder, 
has changed his story since the inquest 
at which he said he was sure it was 
Mrs. Carman he saw walk through the 
hall just prior to the murder and that 
he also was positive he saw her on 
the porch and in her husband's office 
while Mrs. Bailey's body was lying on 
the floor. His revised assertion is that 
he isn’t sure the woman he saw was 
Mrs. Carman. The district attorney 
said that Golder, at first, had made an 
“honest mistake.” 

Statement by Mrs. Carman. 

While the grand jury Was in ses- 
sion Mrs. Carman, through her attor- 
nev, George Levy, gave out a state- 
ment. She said in part: 

“T ask that judgment be suspended 
until the entire truth in regard to the 
murder of poor Mrs. Bailey becomes 
known Il am satisfied that the truth 
will come out and when I am free Dr. 
Carman and myself will never rest un- 
til the assassin of Mrs. Balley is found. 

“This terrible punishment has been 
meted out to me for the suspicion I 
permitted to crowd out the love I hold 
for my husband My little baby has 
been sent to the home of strangers. 
My mother is lying at the point of 
death I am tnnocent and cannot un- 
derstand why everything said about 
me has been so distorted. Al] I want 
is fair play.”

Governor Slaton for the extended parcel 
post and Hardwick against it. 


The parcel post is one genuine issue in 
the short term contest. Governor Slaton. 
one candidate, has declared for the main- 
tenance and extension of the present sys- 
tem.

It would penalize the 90 per cent of 
the rural population that live away from an 
express office. It would uproot an influence 
that is today making phenomenally for the 
development of the farm. 

No wonder that practically the entire 
state press is in protest against a principle 
that would set back the hands of the clock 
in the rural districts half a century.

NAILING THE DODGERS. 


Governor Slaton’s address at Cartersville 
on the success of the tax equalization law 
covered admirably all of the achievements 
heretofore reported for that statute by The 
Constitution. The governor especially em- 
phasized the equability with which the law 
operates and has been enforced. He 
showed that no one class was exempt or 
was penalized, and that the man who at- 
tempts to “hide out” taxable wealth was 
brought to taw as summarily as the man 
who sought to shrink the map by holding 
out many acres of land. 

The governor related an anecdote which 
is worth retelling, as illustrating conditions, 
relatively, in every county in Georgia. A 
certain citizen known to be worth many 
thousands, and to hold heavy loans through- 
out his county, had his “invisible” property 
assessed under the new law at $58,000. He 
raised the customary “dodger’s’”’ howl. The 
assessors asked him if he were willing to 
make oath that the assessment was not a 
just one, since they had tolerable proof that 
his wealth was much more than assessed. 
He balked at perjury, by the advice of his 
friends, and igs now paying his proportion 
of the expenses of government in al! proba- 
bility for the first time in his life. Previ- 
ously he had been let off with poll tax. 

There are men of this comparative cal- 
iber in every county in Georgia. They have 
been riding free while the small taxpayers 
have been paying their expenses. They 
have been making good livings out of their 
respective communities, without giving any- 
thing for the right. The man who comes 
clean with the state has been at a disad- 
vantage. The tax equalization law has 
nailed this type of dodger fast to the wall, 
just as it has nailed his brother who was 
willing to “forget” to report hundreds of 
acres of land for taxation. 

Governor Slaton was right when he said 
the enforcement of this law would reduce 
the tax rate and protect the state’s credit 
and wipe out the annual running deficit. 
Nobody is going to be hurt in that process. 
The only person embarrassed will be the 
one who has been letting somebody else 
stand to the rack for him. The people have 
discovered these facts. That is why the 
plot of the demagogues to make the tax 
equalization act a political issue has turned 
its toes to the daisies. 


THE CRISIS APPROACHES. 


The most impressive news yet received 
from Mexico heralds something nearer a 
crisis than has yet transpired in that turbu- 
lent region. Huerta is done for. There is 
no doubt of that. The transfer of empty 
power to Carbajal will only avail to give him 
opportunity for flight and to put some one 
else on the firing line to negotiate with 
Carranza and Villa. Carranza, in the 
meantime,.is steadfast in the reiteration of 
intention not to deal with Huerta or any 


| 
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tions of absolute surrender. That ultimatum 
is not an unnatural one. The constitutional- 
ist cause has already triumphed. Its leaders 
would be superhuman to forfeit any of their 
advantage to sentimentality or any force 
less strong than absolute necessity. 

How the United States will be aftected 
is yet an undeveloped quantity. If Car- 
ranza can hold the reins after the army 
reaches the capital he may be able to re- 
deem his promise of enforcing order and all 
will be well. In the meantime we have a 
definite obligation to our own people and to 
foreign nations and the “watchful waiting”’ 
of the past will become intensified in the 
Aext few days. 

Villa and Zapata are conspicuously the 
unforeseeable factors in the situation. Villa 
is the,foremost fighting man of Mexico and 
carries the advantage of that prestige. He 
is said to absolutely dominate his troops. 
Zapata is also a fighter, pure and simple, 
and it has been said that the only condition 
on which he‘will sheath the sword will be 
the promulgation of plans for the redistri- 
bution of lands. 

Carranza nominally is the key to the all- 
powerful constitutionalist faction, but events 
of the past few weeks have demonstrated 
that he is helpless without Villa and is, 
therefore, apt to be dominated by Villa. 

These are the various discordant ele- 
ments that must be reckonéd with and 
reconciled before the danger of a crisis is 
passed. It is a long, long way to stable 
government in Mexico, and the road is beset 
with difficulties. The United States has thus 
far avoided being more than indirectly in- 
volved. Whether we will be _ fortunate 
enough to maintain this attitude is a mat- 
ter of serious uncertainty. Uet us hope so. 
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SPEEDING UP. 


The Associated Press reports that both

Two factors urge expedition on 
gress: (1) The necessity for letting busi- 
ness know precisely where it stands. Busi- 
ness has been on the anxious bench for ten 
years,-ahd extending through three adminis- 
trations. Through executive, legislative 
and judicial performance it has been made 
to indulge indefinitely in a guessing contest 
regarding the attitude of the government. 
Only the fact that the underlying bases 
of prosperity are sound, has prevented this 
having an effect not short of 


con- 


strain from 
deplorable. 

The time is come to relieve this condi- 
tion. The one way is for congress to ex- 
press itself succinctly, then go home. And 
the more swiftly congress acts the quicker 
will business prepare itself for the boom 
season that looks to be scheduled for the 
fall. 

The other incentive for speed is political. 
It bears upon the opposition as well as upon 
the democracy. Unless the democratic party 
can show a clean slate, then get before the 

an accountal of stewardship, 
be embarrassing developments 
at the polls. And unless the opposition, 
whether G. O. P. or bull moose, acts in 
such a way as to acquit itself of obstruction, 
it will lose the little vantage ground it now 
has. 

It is, therefore, incumbent upon congress 
to stop playing partisan politics, wind up its 
business and go home. Prosperity awaits 
its action. And political, no less than ma- 
terial; prosperity hangs in the balance.

These cattle were infested 
with ticks. Dr. Fogle, the assistant veteri- 
narian, was in our place and we called his 
attention to the fact that they were letting 
Shippey Bros. have cattle infested with ticks 
slaughtered when they would not let A. LL 
Suttles & Co. have the same privilege. Dr. 
Fogle then quarantined all but the calves, 
allowing them to be immediately slaughe 
tered, which we thought was right, but ree 
fused to release the quarantine on  th® 
calves which we then had in our barns for 
immediate slaughter. 

On July 3 Cc. V. Connor shipped us a load 
of cattle from Shorter, Ala., for immediate 
slaughter, with a certificate showing that 
they had been disinfected and Dr. Fogle, 
the assistant veterinarian, said that the cattle 
showed that they had been @isinfected. Dr 
Fogle found three cattle that had one tick 
on each cow and quarantined the whole load 
und would not release them until we heard 
from Dr. Bahnsen, the state veterinarian. We 
called Dr. Bahnsen over long distance at his 
home in Americus and explained the fact 
that this load of cattle were from Alabama 
and shipped for immediate slaughter as was 
allowed by the United States government. 
Regardless, however, he would not release 
them until he heard from his assistant. Dr. 
Fogle then called Dr. Bahnsen over long dis- 
tance and they released all but three cattle 
which had one tick on each cow. These 
cows were held in quarantine seven days 
before thev could be slaughtered. Dr. Fogle 
said that the same three cattle had been dis- 
infected before they left Alabama. Mind you,

Why should he = 
out Atlanta and one or two cities and impos 
a rule affecting our markets and favor the 
markets of our competing cities? Is there 
anv fairness in this practice? The conces- 
sion we ask is nét one that would in any way 
interfere with the tick eradication work, for 
it has been proven conclusively ‘by every 
state in the United States where tick eradi- 
cation work has been carried on successfully 
that the law permitting the movement of 
cattle from the Infested territories to market 
centers has not retarded the work of tick 
eradication. 

Catching ticks in stock yards on cattle 
intended for immediate slaughter does not 
help tick eradication in our state.

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COUNTY OF BACON 
FAVORED BY HOUSE 


Passes by Vote of 140 to 31. 
Wohlwender Seeks Revi- 
sion of Civil and Criminal 
Procedure. 


Another new county in Georgia was 
voted for by the house yesterday morn- 
ing when a bill was passed creating 
of Bacon. The name of 
the new county was made Hardeman 
in the original bill, but Bacon was 
substituted after the death of Senator 
A. O. Bacon, in whose honor it is now 
named. The vote stood: Ayes 140; 
noes 31. 

Only one member of the house spoke 
against the bill. Mr. Henderson, of 
Jones, opposed the measure on the 


the county 
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ground that there were too many new 
counties being created and that it was 
a dangerous thing to amend the or- 
ganic law of the state in order to ac- 
commodate a few people. Those who 
spoke for the bill were: Mr. Carter, 
of Appling; Mr. Strickland, of Pierce; 
Mr. Crawley, of Ware; Mr. Wimberly, 
of Bibb: Mr. Myrick, of Chatham; Mr. 
Cooper, of Ware; Mr. Aiken, of Glenn; 
Mr. Slater, of Bryan. 

The county of Bacon is to be taken 
from Appling, Ware and Pierce coun- 
ties. It is 320 square miles and will 
have taxable property to the value of 
$3,000,000. The senate has yet to vote 
on the Dill. 

Wouldn’t Invite Senator Smith. 

A resolution was introduced by Mr. 
Shuptrine inviting Senator Hoke 
Smith to address the members of the 
legislature. Mr. Wohlwender, of Mus- 
cogee, opposed the resolution. He said 
that while he had never been a Hoke 
Smith man he intended to vote for him 
this, time, but he did not think it wise 
to get the legislature mixed up in poli- 
tics. Mr. Shuptrine replied, stating 
that Mr. Smith was now Georgia's sen- 
ator and should be asked to tell of his 
work in Washington. The resolution 
was voted down by a viva voce vote, 
no division being asked for before the 
speaker announced the vote. 

An important new bill was intro- 
duced in the house by Mr. Wohlwender, 
of Muscogee, which calls for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of ten for 
the purpose of investigating and mak- 
ing a report on what is needed in the 
way of revising civil and criminal pro- 
ceedure in the state. The purpose of 
the bill is to define more clearly the 
powers of the supreme court and .the 
court of appeals, there now being a 
seeming conflict in the principles of 
law to be adjudicated between the two 
courts and, as stated in the resolution, 
“narties litigant are at a loss to Know 
their legal rights.” The resolution 
further states that procedure in the 
courts are in many instances not in 
accord with modern thought and prac- 
tice. 

Personnel ef Commission. 

The commission is to be composed 
of Judge W. H. Fish, chief justice of 
the supreme court; Judge R. B. Russell, 
chief judge of the court of appeals; 
the attorney general of the state; a 
member of tbe prison commission; 
Judge S. P. Gilbert, of the Chattahoo- 
chee circuit; John W. Bennett, of Way- 
cross: E. H. Callaway, of Augusta; A. 
A. Lawrence, of Savannah; G. E. Mad- 
dox, of Rome; Albert Howell, of At- 
lanta. The governor is to fill any 
vacancies. , 

An important bill was introduced by 
the Fulton delegation which requires 
two-thirds of all the votes cast in an 
election to carrv municipal bonds, in- 
stead of there pvdeing required two- 
thirds of the registered voters. 

By 87 to 45 the house voted to re- 
consider the bill giving the railroad 
commission the power to say what kind 
of crossings shall be constructed where 
public highways and railroads inter- 
sect. This places the bill at the foot 
of the calendar.

Subcommittee of Educa- 
tional Commission Hears 


Claims of Atlanta, Bir-| 


mingham and Henderson. 


The subcommittee appointed from 
the educational cemmission of the 
Southern Methodist church, who on 
Tuesday heard the claims of Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Hendersonville for the 
new Methodist university, will proba- 
bly report favorably in behalf of At- 
lanta to the commission this morning 
at the Piedmont hotel. 

Atlanta has made the startling bid 
of $1,500,000 in cash and has offered to 
turn over the Wesley Memorial church 
to the theological department of the 
university and the Wesley Memorial 
its grounds and entire 
Clinical department 
and to be maintained free of charge 
while among the 
sites proposed for the institution are 
a 75-acre tract in Oglethorpe park of- 
fered free by Edwin P. Ansley, and 53 
acres offered by the Druid Hills Land 
company. 

Atlanta Bids $2,000,000. 

Atlanta’s total bid in cash, buildings 
and grounds, exceeds $2,000,000. 


Birmingham bid $400,000 in ca 
property holdings of Sireaieiiees = 
lege, valued at $200,000. The Hender- 
sonville delegation declared that they 
offered the most healthful Climate and 
most beautiful scenery for the univer- 
sity, and that whatever funds were 
necessary would be forthcoming. 

The bids of the three cities were re- 
ceived by the subcommittee Tuesday at 
the Piedmont hotel. The Atlanta dele- 

ation, composed of fifteen prominent 
usinesS men, were before the eom- 
mittee from 9:30 to 11 o’clock stress- 
ing Atlanta’s advantages over the oth- 
er cities. 

The Birmingham committee of nine 
business men came next. The com.- 
mittee then went out to lunch, after 
which the Hendersonville répresenta- 
tives presented their data. Only mem- 
bers of the delegation making their 
bid were allowed in the room at the 
time the bid was made. 

Preston S. Arkwright, chairman of 
the Atlanta delegation, addressed the 
committee on Atlanta’s advantages as 
the site for the university, and closed 
by stating that the city and the Meth- 
odists of Georgia offered $1,500,000 in 
cash toward its establishment in At- 
lanta. ” 

Mell R. Wilkinson, president of the
